WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
State Department said Friday 
the United States has increased 
its arms aid to Laos and sent 
more military advisers to help 
the Royal Government forces. 

However, it denied a Vien- 
tiane report that the aid in- 
crease was ordered recently to 
match the Soviet arms build-up 
in Communist areas of Laos or 
in response to the Pathet Lao 
rebel offensive launched March 

State Department spokesman 
Lincoln White declared that the 
United States has “no intention 
of engaging in an arms race in 
Laos.” But he added that the 
United States will provide the 
Government of Premier Boun 
Oum with whatever arms aid is 


Quoting President John F. 
Kennedy and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, White said, “We are 
going to back the Royal Lao 
Government to the hilt.” 

Officials said an increased flow 
of arms, largely rifles and other 
small infantry weapons, began 
soon after Russia started ship- 
ping guns to the pro-Communist 
forces last December.

New Police Bill 


Seeks Stricter 
Weapons Law 


The Police Agency yesterday completed the draft 
of a bill aimed at tightening police control over the 
possession of guns, swords and knives to combat 
rightist terrorism as well as other crimes of violence. 


Informed circles said the bill 
for revising the Law Controll- 
ing the Possession of Weapons 
is likely to be sharply criticized 
by the Socialists and other Op- 
position parties concerning its 
key point—empowering police 
to search people for weapons 
“on their own judgment.” Ac- 
cording to the opponents, such 
police authority conflicts with 
the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion. 


' According to the bill expected 
to be submitted to the Diet by 
the end of this month, a police- 
man will be empowered to “ad- 
vise anybody” he has sufficient 
reason to suspect is in the pos- 
session or carrying of swords, 
knives, etc. and keep any such 
weapons produced in temporary 
custody. 


Although such “advice” is to 
be given only when an officer 
perceives the danger of the sus- 
pected person killing or injur- 
ing others, the officer may over- 
step his authority by searching 
the suspect or going to other 
excesses. 

The bill also seeks a total 
ban on the ion of switch 
blade knives and all tools with 
blades longer than six centi- 
meters, including carpenters’ 
tools, as well as unusually large 
scissors, folding and _ fruit 
knives except when necessary 
for occupational purposes.

Congo ‘Leopardmen’ 
Vow to Kill All Whites 


LEOPOLDVILLE (AP)—Hun- 
dreds of pagan fanatics are 
running wild through the Con- 
go's Kivu Province in a new 
terror campaign against white 
people, the United Nations re- 
ported Saturday. 


A joint force of U. N. Malay 
troops and Congolese soldiers 
is preparing to set out from the 
. N. base at Kindu in a bid to 
end the outbreak of lawless- 
ness. 


A U. N. spokesman described 
the fanatics as a “terrorist 
group several hundred strong.” 
They are concentrated around 
the Kivu town of Kasongo and 
are known as Kartelites. 


According to reports brought 
back to Kindu by missionaries 
recently in Kasongo the Kar- 
telites are armed with bows and 
arrows and wear a band of leo- 
pardskin around their heads. 


Their avowed intent is to 
“kill all whites.” A U. N. 
spokesman told newsmen that 
so far no reports of any killings 
by the Kartelites have reached 
the United Nations. 


The spokesman said the Con- 
golese population around Kason- 
go also was in fear of, the fana- 
tic terrorists and the Congolese 
authorities in Kivu had 
to help United Nations forces to 
bring back law and order to the 
area.

Reds Seen Stopping News Censorship} 


LONDON (AP)—Western dip- 
Jomats reported Saturday the 
Soviet Union is expected to 
abandon direct cengorship of 
stories written by foreign cor- 
respondents beginning next 
Monday. 

Such a move would end 21 
years of Soviet interference 
with the free transmission of 
news from within its borders. 


Information leaking out of 

Oscow suggested that at long 
last correspondents will not 
longer have to submit their 
work to anonymous censors be- 
hind a green baize curtain in 
the central telegraph office. 

In place of direct censorship 
there is likely to be a form of 


voluntary censorship, meaning 


‘{that correspondents will have 


to decide before sending stories 
whether they might offend the 


procedure already op- 
erates in some Communist 
countries such as Poland. Cor- 
respondents there have the 
freedom to pick up a telephone 
and contact their offices in the 
West without going through an 
official censor. 

But their words are studied 
by officials and they may be 
called to account later for any 


expressions which the regime); 


dislikes.

Sometimes 
their stories are killed complete- 
ly, sometimes whole chunks are 
removed, In recent years, how- 
ever, the censors have been 
more liberal in what they let 
through, 

But whatever happens, the 
stories are delayed while the 
censor goes over the copy. 

Direct censorship has only 
been removed for occasional

One Jailed 


NIIJIMA (Kyodo)—A tense 
quiet which had been prevail- 
ing in Niijima, located 150 kilo- 
meters south of Tokyo, follow- 
ing Friday night’s clashes be- 
tween rightists and leftists was 
broken last night when some 
60 islanders, assisted by right- 
ists from Tokyo, raided the 
home of a leftist leader. 

The new outbreak occurred 
between stone-throwing attack- 
ers and club-swinging counter- 
attackers comprising Tokyo la- 
bor unionists. 

The clash developed after 
supporters of the current pro- 
ject to construct a missile range 
here were denied an interview 
with Socialist Representative 
Shigeo Oshiba, leader of the op- 
ponents. 

The trouble was brought to 
an end later when the inter- 
view was promised for today. 
One-hundred-fifty Tokyo riot 
policemen intervened. 

Police anrested Kiyotaka Oki- 
yama, a 22-year-old gangster on 
the island, on charges of vio- 
lence yesterday afternoon and 
immediately sent him aboard a 
patrol boat headed for Tokyo 
and police detention. 

Okiyama supports the con- 
struction of the missile firing 
range on the island. His arrest 
was made in connection with 
Friday’s rioting.

Algeria Rebels Say 


‘Yes’ to Peace Talks 


PARIS (Kyodo-Reuter)—Official negotiations for peace in 
Algeria are expected to start in a week or ten days time at an

Louis Joxe, 59yearold Min- 
ister for Algeria appointed in 
November for his diplomatic 
skill, will lead the French del- 
egation at the talks. The name 
most frequently mentioned to 
speak for the insurgents is 
Krim Belkacem, Vice Premier 
and Foreign Minister 
“Algerian Provisional Govern- 
ment,” who has been five times 
condemned to death in his ab- 
sence by the French. 


The announcement in Tunis 
that the insurgent leaders are 
ready to meet with France com- 
pletes the phase of secret con- 
tacts which have been in pro- 
gress between the two sides 
since before Tunisian Presi- 
dent Habib Bourguiba met Gen- 
eral De Gaulle to “ease the 
way” to peace talks. ; 

The two delegations are ex- 
pected to meet on the shores 
of Lake Geneva, where official 
French representatives have 
been prospecting for a suitable 
meeting place for the past fort- 
night. . 

The most likely site is report- 
ed to be the Chateau de la 
Coudree, near Thonon-les-Bains 
or at hotel in the resort itself. 
This would enable the Algeri- 
ans to stay in Switzerland, 
crossing the lake daily for the 
talks, but France will offer fac’- 
lities for them to stay in 
France if they so desire, sources 
close to the Government said. 


Meanwhile French officials es- 
timate that between 180,000 and 
200,000 people have lost their 
lives in the Algerian War 
which began six years and four 
months ago. But no official 
figures have been published. 


The estimated cost to the 
French taxpayer is about 10 
million new francs a day. The 
bulk of the French Army is 
tied down in Algeria, where 
the 450,000-strong security force 
represents almost one soldier for 
every two European civilians. 

French Army losses are es- 
timated at nearly 9,000 dead 
and 22,00. wounded, and about 
1.000 Europeans have died in 
bomb and gun attacks by ter- 
rorists. 

French estimates on the six- 
th anniversary of the insurrec 
tion last November were 150,- 
000 insurgent dead and 1,000 
Moslems. killed the insur- 
gents for sUpportifig the French. 

Another 3,000 Moslems have 
been shot or have had their 
throats cut. in Metropolitan 
France for refusing to pay a 
monthly subscription to the in- 
surgents or as victims of at- 
tacks by rival insurgent organi- 
zations. 

A total of 22,000 Moslems are 
in jail in France and Algeria 
for insurgent activities and 30,- 
000 others are in internment 
camps. 

Two million Moslems, rough- 
ly one quarter of the rural po 
pulation in Algeria, have been 
displaced from their homes be- 
cause of military operations or 
to protect them from insurgents.

Takakura allegedly stowed 
away from lTapan to Communist 
China, and .emained there until 
October 1958. He was arrested 
by the Metropolitan Police De- 
partment on April .5, 1959 when 
he returned to Tokyo by air 
from Prague. 

The defense asserted that the 
indictment fails to specify when 
and from where he left Japan, 
and insisted that he actually 
left this country before the

Tender Tournedos Possible 
With Inexpensive Meat Cuts 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


NEA 

European chefs prepare small 
steaks, called tournedos, from 
the marrow end of filet mignon. 
grill them in butter and serve 
elaborately garnished. 

However, the ordinary cook 
can make budget tournedos out 
of relatively inexpensive cuts, 
such as chuck or round. The 
trick is to tenderize them in 
Spanish olive.oil. Chuck makes 
the most flavorful and tender 
tournedos but is less attractive 
than round. A narrow rolled 
roast of top round can easily be 
cut into tournedos at home. 
Cut steaks 1 to 1% inches thick. 
The smaller the diameter, the 
thicker the steak should be. 
To serve, slice steaks diagonal- 
ly. 

Budget Tournedos 

Cut chuck or top round (or 
choice grade bottom round) into 
individual steaks 1 to 1% in- 
ches thick. Punch holes in the 
meat with a large skewer. Brush 
with a generous amount of 
Spanish olive oil and let stand 


at least 1 hour, preferably 3 or 
4 hours. 

Pan-fry in a tablespoon of 
butter, allowing 3 minutes on 
each side for rare if 1 inch 
thick, 5 or 6 minutes on each 
side if 1% inches thick. 

Or broil 2 inches from heat, 
in preheated broiling oven or 
over hot charcoal fire, for same 
length of time. Place each steak 
on a slice of toasted French 
bread. 


Top each steak with a mush- 
room cap which has been 
sauteed in butter. Serve with 
lemon wedges: a few drops of 
juice are squeezed over meat at 
table 


Tournedos Hollandaise 

Make a quick Hollandaise by 
combining 1 egg yolk with % 
cup prepared mayonnaise and 
1 tablespoon butter. Stir over 
hot water until butter is melted 
and sauce smooth. Stir in a few 
drops lemon juice. Serve broil- 
ed tournedos on broiled tomato 
slices (instead of toast) and top 
with Hollandaise.

JETRO Seeks 
More Funds 
For 61 Work 


The Japan Export Trade Pro- 
motion Apes (JETRO) yester- 
day decided on its draft of budg- 
et for the 1961 fiscal year call- 
ing for a sum of ¥2, million, 
or an increase of ¥258 million 
over the previous year. 

Included in the activity plan 

for the 1961 fiscal year, which 
was taken up at the meeting of 
JETRO's steering committee, 
were almost all of the continu- 
ous works from the previous 
year, 
New items in the plan includ- 
ed establishment of regional 
trade consultation offices in ma- 
jor cities at a cost of ¥74,500,- 
000 to aid small and medium 
enterprises in export business. 
The expenses incurred by the 
establishment will be covered 
by ¥24 million from JETRO and 
¥50,700,000 by local subsidies. 
The consultation offices, ac- 
cording to the plan, will be set 
up in 11 major cities where 
JETRO has either a main office 
or a branch such as Sapporo, 
Sendai, Tokyo, Yokohama, Na- 
goya, Osaka, Kobe, Hiroshima, 
Shimonoseki, Fukuoka and 
Takamatsu. These offices are 
scheduled to be established in 
1960 fiscal year ending March 
31. 


In 1961 fiscal year, seven other 
consultation offices will be add- 
ed. They will be in Aomori, 
Niigata, Fukui, Kanagawa, Na- 
gano, Shimizu and Okayama. 


Meanwhile, Managing Director 
Michisuke Sugi of the agency 
yesterday strongly denied there 
had been irregularities in 
JETRO spending during the past 
few years. 


Sugi and Etsusaburo Shiina, 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Minister, were scheduled to 
testify Thursday before the 
Lower House Audit Committee 
on the administration of the 
JETRO budget. 


Prior to his appearance be- 
fore the Audit Committee, Sugi 
met the press to deny charges 
that JETRO executives had mis- 
appropriated and wasted JETRO 
funds. 


Sugi said JETRO pays former 
New York Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey a consultative fee of ¥74 
million a year. No irregulari- 
ties are involved in this matter, 
Sugi said. 


Dewey has worked to halt 
moves in the U.S. to restrict 
Japanese imports and raise 
tariffs against Japanese pro- 
ducts, he said, adding that his 
efforts in this field have pro- 
duced “appreciable effects.” 


Sugi said, however, that the 
Japan Trade Fair held in Mos- 
cow last year had resulted in 
deficits in the JETRO budget.

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Reflect Wall Street Spark 


By a Special Correspondent 
PARIS — Quotations in the 
European stock markets gen- 
erally showed an upward surge 
reflecting the spark in Wall 
Street as well as the economic 
and political situations prevail- 
ing in the world: The only 
worry here was the retreat 
shown by the pound sterling. 


The exchange rate of the 
pound in the New York market 
as of Feb, 27 was the lowest 
since Jan. 1, 1957—one pound 
to $2.795. The primary reason 
for this was that in February, 
the month in which ordinarily 
the trade balance in the sterling 
area shows an excess of exports 
over imports, the situation was 
reversed due to the decline in 
the price of raw materials. -For- 
eign currency holdings in this 
area showed a decrease for the 
first time since January last 
year, amounting to as much as 
£18 million. 

Fears were expressed here that 
such a huge decrease in the for- 
eign currency holdings may in- 
vite the flight of “hot money” 
which was used to cover the 
deficit in the adverse interna- 
tional balance of payments. 

The stock quotations, how- 
ever, were not bad at all. The 


index climbed to 3283 on 
March 1 from 3145 on Feb. 1, 
and climbed further to 331.2 
two days later, registering the 
highest mark since last Octo- 
ber. South African gold mine 
shares were also recovering. 

Steel shares, however, were 
in a slump due to the sale of 
£85 million worth of steel de- 
bentures by the Government. 
The automotive and department 
store shares were also showing 
a bearish tone. And the Im- 
perial Chemical Industries 
shares, too, were weakening de- 
spite the firm’s announcement 
that it will expand its facilities. 

A brighter look prevailed in 
the Paris Stock Market due to 
the favorable tone of the 
French economy.

Segni Visit 
Here Set for 
May or June 


ROME (AP)—Italian Foreign 
Minister Antonio Segni_ will 
visit Japan toward the end of 
May or the beginning of June, 
official Rome sources disclosed 
Friday. 


The sources said the exact 
date of the visit would be fixed 
shortly. 


Segni’s visit to Japan is on 
an invitation made by the Japa- 
nese Government when former 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
visited Italy in July 1959.

Although the trade talks have 
made little progress, Italy and 
Japan recently made a joint ef- 
fort to spur commerce by ex- 
eo lists of goods they 
would like to sell each other.

The industrial stock index leap- 
ed from 350.2 on Feb. 1 to a 
high of 374.3 a month later, re- 
flecting the steady undercurrent 
of the Belgian economy. The 
buying, however, was selective, 
concentrated on the shares with 
high prospects. 

The Congo shares—the Ka- 
tanga and Upper Katanga mine 
federation, Becka mines and 
Hohoken metal—plummeted at 
the news of murder of Patrice 
Lumumba, but subsequently 
showed signs of rallying when 
the news of Lumumbist troops 
evacuating Luluabourg reached 
here. 

The Eurosyndicat Common 
Market stock index had shown 
an upward trend after the initial 
decline. It declined to 173.97 
on Feb. 7 from 176.57 on Jan. 
31, but began climbing back to 
175.44 on Feb. 14, to 178.35 on 
the 21st and 181.12 on the 28th 
(taking the end of 1958 as 100). 

Stock prices in the Swiss Ex- 
change followed last year’s 27 
per cent climb with a 10 per 
cent increase so far this year. 
These climbs were attributable 
to the prosperous Swiss econo- 
my. Export in 1958 totaled 
6,600 million Swiss franas; in 
1959—7,300 Swiss francs, in 
1960—8,100 Swiss francs. Car 
imports in 1959 increased by 17 
per cent and in 1960 by 30 per 
cent. The labor shortage was 
alleviated by bringing in work- 
ers from Spain. The increases 
were also traced to the stupentd- 
ous flow of foreign currencies 
into Switzerland. Foreign ex- 
change reserves in the national 
bank increased to 10,000 million 
Swiss francs in late December 
from 8,100 Swiss francs held at 
the end of June last year. 

To ease the inflationary pres- 
sure which foreign currencies 
have brought against the Swiss 
economy, the Government en- 
couraged reexport through float-

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Strange Doings on Niijima 
Niijima is not the most isolated spot in the world. 
Though located some miles off the mouth of Tokyo Bay 
where ordinary travelers rarely go, it is a stopping point 
for the Oshima-Shimoda ferry. And it has a population of 


almost 4,500 persons. 


But when the Defense Agency chose this place as the 
site for a missile testing station, its leaders felt—perhaps 
without justification—that for just this once they would 
not be plagued by militant flag-waving unionists and stu- 
dents as at Uchinada and Sunakawa several years ago. 


They thought they would be 


allowed to reach an arrange- 


ment with the residents of Niijima without fuss or inter- 


ference from the outside. 


That was three years ago. The Defense Agency sent 
engineers to carry out the projects promised as compensa- 
tion and sat back to await final action by Niijima which 
would permit it to go ahead and begin construction of their 


missile testing. range. 


What happened, however, was a repetition of Uchinada 


and Sunakawa. 


The Socialist Party and Sohyo sent agita- 


tors to fan up opposition in the village to the creation of a 
test station on the island. They were followed by “orgs” 
—tough, riot-experienced young men who knew how far to 
badger and bully police without giving them an exctse 


for forceful action. 


Ultranationalists, growing increasingly bolder, also sent 
their own goon squads. Today, police report that there 
are 250 leftists and 60 rightists on the island sent in from 
the outside. To deal with them, the Metropolitan Govern- 


ment has sent 360 policemen. 


Some clashes have already occurred on the island in 
which both right and left-wing members have been hurt. 
The situation grew so threatening that the Socialist Party 


and the Liberal-Democratic 


Government called a truce 


while they attempted to work out a solution. But this 
was called off when a Socialist leader was quoted as tell- 
ing associates privately that the truce was merely Social- 
ist strategy to work out a new scheme for wrecking the 
missile station plan. So the tension continues. 

Last Monday, four hundred villagers and 9utside leftist 
agitators scuffled with 360 police on this tiny island. 

The demonstrators were reinforced later by 150 fisher- 


men and v

ers from nearby Shikinejima Island and 
onists and Zengakuren students from Tokyo. 


Police raided a house where the radical students were 
lodged and confiscated a Japanese sword. : 

The clash came after the village council approved, in a 
nine to three vote, a budget to expand a road across the 
island to the test range site. When the village councillors 
held their vote, the village hall had to be protected by a 
wall of 300 uniformed policemen sent to keep order between 


‘the bitterly opposed factions. 


It is strange, indeed, that 


the Socialists and unionists, 


who claim that they are defending the rights of the peo- 
ple, refuse to permit the nation any means of self-defense. 


They have attacked the police for every step of the 


way since the Pacific War. 


And, despite the totally dif- 


ferent concepts of military warfare that have developed 
since the war, they have fought bitterly every attempt 
to give the defense forces new weapons to replace their 


outmoded tools. 


Surely they have no ground to protest against the pro- 


jected construction even if 


they are against a missile 


base; it is a missile testing range and not a missile base 
that is being projected on the island. 

It is tragic, again, that the ultranationalist groups have 
chosen to meet the mass violence of this opposition with 
their own type of force—terrorism. 

Both sides claim that they are acting from the purest, 
nonpolitical motives. It would be the height of naivete 
to believe either, however. The sums both sides spent in 
sending their troops to Niijima and keeping them there 
for weeks and months must have been considerable. What 


do they hope to gain? 


_ What is more important, however, is what is happening 
to democracy on Niijima. Democracy used to mean letting 
the people who are affected by a problem decide on the 
solution themselves—without interference from the outside. 
There was no fighting on Niijima until the imported talent 


came in and started it. 


Isn’t it about time all the outsiders—right and left~— 
withdrew from the island, and let the people of Niijima 


work out their own fate? 


“T ask that you study the 
trend in the international situa- 
tion and how Japan should 
cope with that trend from the 
people’s standpoint. The Gov- 
ernment will determine what 
‘general’ direction it should fol- 
low from your conclusions.” 

These are the words from 
Foreign Minister Zentaro 
Kosaka’s address at the first 
meeting of the Diplomatic Pro- 
blems Deliberation Council held 
last August. 

Since then, 12 meetings have 
been held by the council. It 
became the center of public at- 
tention, however, when it met 
five times to discuss the Com- 
munist China issue, believed to 
be the focal point of foreign 
affairs this year. 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda, 
who plans to. explain Japan's 
policy toward Communist China 
to President John F. Kennedy 
when he visits Washington this 
June, has been anxiously await- 
ing the council’s conclusion on 
the Communist China issue. 
However, the council has failed 
to reach any conclusion on this 
issue, for the advocates of a 
cautious approach to the pro 
blem and those favoring an ag- 
gressive policy have been un- 
able to reach an agreement, 


Not Advisory Organ - 

The council may have failed 
Ikeda, but Ikeda may have 
asked too much of the council 
for, just as Kosaka had said in 
his address to the council meet- 
ing mentioned above, the coun- 
cil is by nature an organization 
wherein free discussions are 
supposed to be held from the 
people’s standpoint and is not 
an advisory organ for the 
Prime Minister. Therefore, it is 
not obligated to make any re- 
ports to the Cabinet. 


Foreign Minister Kosaka es- 
tablished the council to “show” 
the people that the Cabinet is 
not disregarding the people’s 
voice in formulating its foreign 
policy and, at the same time, 
to “publicize” its people’s diplo- 
macy. 

The council may be said to 
be a result of the bitter ex- 
perience the Government went 
through when the nation was 
split into two over the revision 
of the Security Treaty which 
caused the downfall of the 
Kishi Cabinet. The Ikeda Gov- 
ernment considered that such 
violent reaction against the re- 
vision of the Security Treaty 
was due to the lack of sufficient 
publicity connected with for- 
eign policies as well as to the 
Government's somewhat indif- 
ferent attitude to the opinions 
of the people. 


Wide Representation 


The council is currently com- 
posed of 38 persons represent- 
ing all walks of life—politi- 
cians, diplomatic critics, busi- 
nessmen, scholars, newspaper- 
men and magazine publishers, 
workers. and writers. 


Kosaka tried to persuade 
Akira Iwai, secretary general 
of the General Council of 
Japan Trade Unions, and some 
members of the Japan Socialist 
Party to join the council, but 
these men refused to do so. 
Kosaka, however, succeeded in 
persuading Minoru Takita 
chairman of the Japan Trade 
Union Congress (Zenro), and 
Masamichi Royama, leader of 
the brain trust behind the 
Democratic Socialist Party and 
former president of Ochano- 
mizu Women’s University, to 
become members. 

From the very beginning,

Japan's Diplomacy 

In the first seven meetings of 
the council the free discussions 
were centered on the subject of 
what Japan’s diplomacy should 
be. In other words, the object 
of these meetings was to dleter- 
mine the members’ views on 
foreign policy and what foreign 
issues concerned them most. 


After going through due proc- 
esses, the council entered into 
discussions on the Communist 
China problem from the eighth 
meeting held last Décember, 
and by the 12th meeting held 
this month the council has held 
full-scale discussions on the 
Communist China issue. 


Members of the council—usu- 
ally about 20 are present at a 
meeting—are allowed to speak 
up at any time they want. How- 
ever, it was not until the 12th 
meeting that all the attending 
members expressed their opin- 
ions. 

Because Socialist Party mem- 
bers refused to join the council, 
supporters of the moderate 
Democratic Socialist Party 
such as Royama,  Takita, 
Matsuta Hosoya, chairman of 
the National Federation of In- 
dustrial Labor Organizations 
(Shinsanbetsu), and Prof. Masa- 
michi Inoki of Kyoto Uni- 
versity are regarded as the “ex- 
treme left” in the council. 


Says Kosaka, “The fault lies 
with the Socialists who coldly 
turned down the proposal invit- 
ing thenmr to the council. They 
apparently misunderstood the 
Government intention.” “How- 
ever,” he said, “it must be em- 
phasized that the council is 
composed of intellectuals from 
various quarters, despite the 
Socialist refusal of member- 
ship.” 

Discussions on Communist 
China problems were carried 
out on reports submitted by six 
members—Royama, Inoki and 
Hosoya who su 
may be called the 
approach,” and Nobutane 
Kiuchi, Kazushige Hirasawa, 
editor of The Japan Times, and 
Tatsuo Mitarai, a critic, who 
took a “prudent attitude” to- 
ward the matter. 


The discussions, however, 
rédched no accord due to a 
subtle difference of nuance be- 
tween the two groups. The 
Foreign Office side maintained 
it was natural that the council 
com of members with dif- 
ferent political views, did not 
produce a “unified” conclusion 
on such a complex matter as 
the Communist China problems. 
Foreign Office officials said they 
had not in the first place ex- 
pected the council to reach a 
conclusion on the matter. 


Views of Intellectuals 


Shigenobu Shima, deputy vice 
Foreign Minister and counselor 
of the Foreign Office who re- 
presents the Foreign Office at 
the council, said on one occas 
sion, “We are interested in the 
council members’ way of think- 
ing, rather than what they state 
at the meetings.” Shima added 
that the council was valuable 
in that it presents the “intel- 
lectual views” of the general 
public, upon which the Foreign 
Office could develop Japan's 
diplomatic policy.

Recently, voices calling for 
the early admittance of Red 
China into the world commu- 
nity are mounting all over the 
world.

Cooperative Modernization 

A peaceful formula for nego- 
tiations between labor and man- 
agement prior to effecting busi- 
ness modernization measures is 
expected soon.

Yakushido Fire 
The loss of the Yakushido 
pavilion in Nikko by a fire is 
deplorable. Previously, seven 
national cultural treasures were 


destroyed by fires in the post- 
war years and this is now the 
eighth. The cause of the Nikko 
fire was attributed to a charcoal 
burner brought into the shrine 
against regulations. Besides 
this, another factor which con- 
tributed to the disaster must 
also be considered. Among sev- 
eral national cultural treasures 
in Nikko, the Yakushido pavi- 
lion was placed under the con- 
trol of the Rinnoji Temple, 
while the night watchman who 
belongs to the Toshogu Shrine 
keeps nightly patrol. When 
the fire broke out, the night 
watchman could not enter the 
shrine because he did not have 
the key. This over-lapping 
control of national treasures 
was due to a dispute between 
the Rinnoji Temple and the To- 
shogu Shrine. With this lesson 
in mind, all possible measures 
should be worked out to pre- 
vent such disasters. — Chubu

Juvenile Crimes

lationship, and in Asia where 
modern industries are still at 
the embryonic stage, no heinous 
cases of the crimes have to date 
reported even in this area. But 
the industries are now fast 
growing, threatening to give 
rise to the undesirable tendency 
among the younger generation. 
If so, Japan is called to make 
new approaches to the question 
of juvenile crimes because this 
nation is now vigorously push- 
ing its industrial and economic 
aid programs to the neighbor- 
ing underdeveloped countries. 
At the same time, Japan is éGer- 
tain to be able to learn much 
from the new U.N. body on its 
juvenile problems.—Nishi Nip.

How to reform 
the vicious nature of Commu- 
nist China must be the central 
issue in Japan’s approach to 
the matter. 

Divided on Red China 


The more “positive” Royama 
plan proposed that the Govern- 
ment quickly adopt a policy of 
r izing Red China and 
unify public opinion on the is- 
sue. 

Royama said that while actu- 
al recognition could wait until 
an appropriate time after Com- 
munist China is admitted into 
the United Nations, the Govern- 
ment should immediately con- 
clude trade and cultural agree- 
ments with the Peiping regime. 


He also said that Japan 
should work for representation 
of Communist China in the 
United Nations by the Peiping 
Government. He proposed, 
moreover, that the people of 
Taiwan should be allowed to 
vote on their future status. 


Because of its composition, 
the council was strongly in fa- 
vor of going slow in extending 
recognition to Communist 
China. 


Kiuchi, who served as chair- 
man, sought at one time to 
draw up the council's conclu- 
sion along this line. 


However, the council sus- 
nded discussions on the Red 
China issue because of strong 
objection to Kiuchi’s plans from 
among its members. 


The council agreed at the 
end that it should take a posi- 
tive stand when it decided the 
policies to be taken toward 
Communist China and base its 
conclusions on a wide pec- 
tive including policies toward 
the United Nations and the 
Afro-Asian nations. 

Prime Minister Ikeda and 
Foreign Minister Kosaka have 
attended meetings of the coun- 
cil and listened to its discus- 
sions, 


Data to Gov't 
The Foreign Office leaders 
have been attending every 


meeting and relaying the con- 
tents of the discussions to Ikeda 
and Kosaka. In 
the council has been supplying 
important data to the Govern- 
ment. 

Kiuchi emphasized that coun- 
cil discussions had given the 
Government an idea of where 
the crux of the problems lies in 
seeking a solution of the Com- 
munist Chinese issue. 

He said he himself learned 
much from the council. 

The purpose of the council is 
to provide the Government and 
the Japanese people with a 
chance to exchange views and 
help each other in the field of 
foreign relations. 

It seems, however, that there 
is still room for improvement 
in the way the council is oper- 
ated. 

The council has just started 
functioning and it is still too 
early to pass judgment on its 
merits.

Hands Off in Angola

NEW YORK (UPI)—Portugal 
has told the United Nations 
pointedly to mind its own busi- 
ness so far as Portugal's rich 
African territories are con- 
cerned. 


Specifically, the question con- 
cerned the Portuguese West 
African territory of Angola, an 
immense area of nearly half a 
million square miles with a 
coastline stretching 1,000 miles 
southward from the mouth of 
the Congo. 

The Portuguese position was 
reminiscent of that taken by 
President Charles de Gaulle 
when he warned the U.N, to 
keep its nose out of French Al- 
gerian affairs. The difference is 
that De Gaulle currently is ne 
gotiating for Algerian inde- 
pendence while such a thought 
does not even cross Portuguese 
minds as regards Angola, 

A Portuguese official stated it 
succinctly in Lisbon recently. 

A visiting newsman remark- 
ed to him: “Well, at least Por- 
tugal can say it was the first 
into Africa and the last one 
out.” 

The official replied: “You can 
say: more than that. You can 
say Portugal was first in Africa 
and never got out.” 

Portugal has ruled Angola 
for 500 years and considers it 
a “nonself-governing” territory 
which is part of metropolitan 
Portugal. 

It is one of the richest of all 
African territories, pe 
diamonds, a large range of agr 
cultural products including cof- 


fee and tobacco, and possessing 
important minerals such as 
gold, oil, manganese, copper 
and iron. 

Portuguese anger over pos- 
sible U.N. interference in An- 
gola arose from a resolution 
submitted to the Security Coun- 
cil by Liberia, Ceylon and the 
United Arab Republic. 

The resolution, with the en-

It 
could not support colonialism, 
and yet Portugal is a NATO 
ally supplying the United States 
with an ‘mportant base in the 
Azores. , 

Portugal already is resentful 
over what it believes is U.S. 
pressure against its overseas 
territories.

PARIS—“Why are the chances 
today for a settlement of the 
Algerian war considered better 
by far than at any time since 
the fighting began six years 
ago? If peace is finally estab- 
lished, will an ind@pendent Al- 
geria join a Mediterranean fed- 
eration with Tunisia and Moroc- 
co?” 

These questions, directed to 
me by an overseas colleague in 
this “Nations Speak” interna- 
tional forum, are most timely. 

President Charlies de Gaulle’s 
patient determination to rid 
France of the Algerian cancer 
appears to be ready to bear 
fruit. Most informed observers 
of the Algerian scene are con- 
vinced that we are now on the 
verge of success—uniless the 
rebels or the French Govern- 
ment upset the present mood 
of goodwill by overplaying 
their hands in preliminary ne- 
gotiations. 


The situation is now ripe for 
peace because De Gaulle has 
slowly, patiently developed a 
climate in France that will ac- 
cept independence in Algeria. 
The militant rightists who 
backed, with much army sup- 
port, the incorporation of Alge- 
ria into metropolitan France 
have been isolated, made inef-

Another key reason that pros- 
pects for peace are so bright 
today is the firm contention of 
the French Government that 
France has given up all forms 
and thoughts of “colonialist” 
policy. Algeria can decide its

The successful meeti of 


President De Gaulle and ni- 
sian President Bourguiba, who 
acted as go-between for the 
Algerian rebels, indicates that 
all is going well in efforts to 
bring [Trance and the rebel 
leaders together for negotia- 
tions. De Gaulle has let it be 
known that Bourguiba's ideas 
for a settlement have been 
received sympathetically by the 
French Government. It should 
be noted that this “leak” gives 
a highly, important indication 
of how Paris is reacting to 
peace efforts. 


For the above reasons, every- 
one here is allowing more opti- 
mism to sneak into their 
thoughts on the Algerian mess 
than at any time since the 
trouble started. 

As for the suggestions for a 
Mediterranean federation, it 
should be noted that this plan 
is most enthusiastically sup- 
ported by Bourguiba. His idea 
is to unite Tunisia, Morocco and 
Algeria into one federated state 
called the Maghreb. He would 
hope that this federation, once 
formed, would maintain special 
ties with France. Apparently, 
however, the French Govern- 
ment doesn’t care much one 
way or the other whether such 
a federated state is formed. In 
fact, it is thought here that 
formation of such a federation 
is not considered very likely. 
France, of course, hopes with 
unconcealed anxiety that an in- 
dependent Algeria will main- 
tain close economic, military, 
diplomatic and political ties 
with Paris. This will be up to 
the Algerians to decide. 

Europeans in Algeria are be- 
ginning to see clearly that their 
‘hey fear that 
an independent Algeria will 
mean a loss of property and 
rights. Many are buying farms 
and other income-producing 
jo gg in southern areas of 

nee. Others of non-French 
background (mostly Spanish 
and Italian) are trying to de- 
cide which part of the world is 
best for them to resettle. Latin 
America, Canada and Australia 
are leading the preference list. 

The exodus of Europeans has 
begun. All indications are that 
it will swell to very large num- 
bers. An independent Algeria 
may not be far away.
